HE state press just now is somewhat exer- 
cised over a statement by Dean Goodnight, 


of the state university, that the student body is 
spending too much money for play, a dance 
hill of some $50,000 during one semester being 
the chief count in the indictment. That does, 
in truth, seem a large bill, considering that 
there are about 8,000 students at the univer- 
sity, and the further fact that the bill of ex- 
pense given is confined only to the 
limited 


group of students belonging to the fraternities 
and sororities. It is thus not a complete state- 
ment of the cost of university dances. 


There is no disposition on the part of Dean 


Goodnight or the faculty, it appears, to take 
strong measures with the situation. It 
is 


apparently recognized that young folks of col- 
lege age are entitled to have and will have 
social relaxation, and the dean merely suggests 
that the condition is one which the students 
themselves should take steps to correct. 
Just 


how to do it is a momentous issue on the cam- 
pus, hut it is a good sign that flowers and taxis 
are already tabooed as 
accompaniments of 


dance? given by several of the student organi- 
zations. 


Xo dmibt too much money is-spent on danc- 


ing at the university, but before condemnation 
of the university student body it is well to re- 
flect that the condition at Madison can be very 
nearly duplicated almost anywhere 
in 
the 


country. The universitiy students are not play- 
ing any faster or more heedlessly than are "a 
great share of the American people of all age 
groups and all sections of society. The budget 
swollen out of shape for fun and excitement is 
a regular phenomenon of the times, and one 
who feels moved to heave a stone at the stu- 
dents might well pause first for some 
self- 


analysis. We have moved a long way from the 
fimple and temperate pleasures of our pioneer 
generations, and Dean 
Goodnighfs 
arraign- 


ment of the students' dance bill touches a ten- 
der spot with others than students. 


That we shall be the better for a return to 


less hectic enjoyments will hardly be ques- 
tioned. But there need be little doubt that the 
swing-hack will come in time. "Crazes" of any 
fort are always temporary. The reaction is as 
certain to come as the headache after a night 
out. Let it merely be bruited about that wild 


• nu;?:c and dancing is getting old-fashioned, and 


the young folks will be off as eagerly on a new 
and perhaps infinitely more useful tack. , Even 
now f,.iP r-an see tjlat Ol,tc]oor games are stead- 
ily gaining in popularity, and there may be a 
hopeful sign in the definite decline of interest 
!n the rhythmic cacophony known as jazz. 


-Meanwhile, we older folk keep on remind- 


ing ourselves that manners and morals are not 
synonymous, and that much that a decade ago 
was frowned upon is not intrinsically evil be- 
cause a change of fashion has made it cus- 
tomarv.

with ease. 
At first we used to buck- 


eye1 mower and reaper. 
The reaper 


dropped the bundles iu the swath, 
and later came the side rake.

those old days it took five men to 
keep up with the reaper. 
The area 


was divided into sections of about 
equal length a.nd 'a fifth man waiting 
at one of the stations to follow when 
his or her turn came. I say her be-i 
cause in pioneer days many a farm 
woman helped in the harvest field. 
In the old days the binding was done 
with straw, and I have not quite for- 
gotten how to bind 
grain. 
Some 


years later the binding twine came 
into use. 
I do not recall the name 


o£ the man in La Crosse who was at 
work on a binder twine 
machine 


which was later perfected by McCor- 
mick. 


Talking of harvesting reminds me 


also of the method of handling the 
field. It was customary to use the 
cradle for the first round and on the 
corners, the shocking of grain, later 
stacking and threshing. In those old 
days it customary to have threshing 
bees.

to help each other and make up a 
crew.
